Butthese houses are 
rather Dutch than Swiss in appearance. At 
six we reached Zurich and obtained apart- 
ments at the hotel on the banks of the Lake. 
We have had our first view of the Alps, have 
been fortunate in meeting friends in the hotel 
from New York delighted to see us.

Opposing God’s Work.—When God.revives 
his work in a community, it sometimes lap- 
pens that some set themselves in opposition.

They strive to induce those 
who are serious to break away from their se- 
riousness, and plunge into sin.

Letter from Zurich, 

We left Basle in the morning at eight o’clock 
in a voiture and four horses adorned with gay 
trappings and strings of bells around their 
necks making music. The sober citizens all 
gathered on the pavement as we dashed along 
through the quiet streets of the old town. 
We stopped at Madam Wollets country place 
to say good bye. Another warm greeting 
and parting, also exchanged adieus with a lady 
we had met at her house who lived some miles 
further and was in a little summer house over- 
hanging the road. We stopped at the little 
village of Stein to refresh our horses and 
lunch. The inn had a pretty little garden 
where I found some flowers that had been 
friends of my childhood. The windows were 
so beautiful that M drew a sketch of one. 
Thus far our journey has been through a 
country of some beauty, with fields well cul- 
tivated bearing flax, oats and vegetables. The 
peasants, dressed in their peculiar style, were 
gathering in the harvest. The Rhine kept us 
company until we reached this village. From 
the windows of the inn we had a pretty view 
of its waters. Here it bends at a right angle 
and leaves our road to draw nourishment from 
Lake Constance. We have just entered the 
hilly country, the villages look comfortable and 
pictvresque, lying at the feet of these high 
hills. We found a man writing music at this 
little inn. Our host has summoned us to our 
dinner or lunch, as it may be, which we are 
quite ready for. The people of Germany and 
the continent, as far as I have travelled, never 
know the taste of pure water. Ever in this 
country when you ask for a glass of water, 
the servant at the same time brings you a bot- 
tle of claret or white wine. Fortunately the

peak after peak with a glow of glory; and 
now they have gained the highest peaks, they 
linger for a moment and then hasten away to 
overtake the sun ere he has travelled beyond 
their reach.

We have had a delightful excursion to-day 
in the little steamer which takes you down to 
the lower part of the lake. Many travellers 
were on board, bound for the Splugen pass, 
with their Alpine staffs. The waters are so 
clear that you see the fish swimming about far 
below. The scene is gay. Little boats with 
colored awnings are seen in all directions com- 
ing or going to the different points of the 
lake. The Alps bound the southern horizon, 
and rise majestically with their snow capped 
summits. Peacefulas this lake now appears, it 
is sometimes a scene of terrifie gramduer, when 
one of those storms arise and lash its waves 
into fury, tearing away its banks and sending 
the poor fishermen, amidst storm and ship- 
wreck, to their bed in its deep waters. We 
have made arrangements to leave in the morn- 
ing for Lucerne by the lake of Zug, and hope 
to enjoy the splendid view from the hill to the 
right of’ the lake, which is said to command a 
superb view. Now we are in beaatiful Switz- 
erland, and it is hard to say good bye even 
though we are to see new scenes of beauty.

And 
thou shalt teach them diligently unto thy children, 
and shalt talk of them when thou sittest in thy 
house, and when thou walkest by the way, when 
thou liest down; and when thou risest up.” 

“Where is an authority more imposing and aw- 
ful? When little children were brought to the Son 
of God, His disciples proposed to send them away ; 
bat he said: Suffer little children to come unto 
me.” He did not send them first for lessons in 
morals to the schools of the Pharisees or infidel Sad- 
ducees, nor to read the precepts and lessons phylac- 
terral on the garments of the Jewish priesthood ; 
He said nothing of different creeds or clashing doc- 
trines ; but He opened at once to the youthful mind 
the everlasting fountain of living waters, the only 
source of eternal truths: “Suffer little children to 
come nnto me,” And that injunction is of perpetual 
obligation. It addresses itself to-day with the same 
ea! nestness and the same authority, which attended

Now you, good friend of the Monitor, may be 
able from your knowledge of tke doctrines of the 
Catholic church, to show what the Bishop’s argu- 
ment should teach, but we have nothing to do with 
what the Church teaches, except as set forth in the 
ARGUMENT.” | 

There we are taught on one page that the Church 
has power to remove temporary punishment, on the 
other we are taught what temporary punishment is, 
by three illustrations, and we say by the Bishop’s 
showing, that the indulgence is an impossibility, for 
it is totally inoperative in all the cases cited. 

There may be a much better way of stating the 
argument, than the one used by the Bishop, and 
illustrations more to the point; but if the latter 
has failed to set forth the doctrine of the Church 
in that matter, the Monitor’s controversy should be 
with the Bishop, not with us. :

although we are frank to say that it is not for want 
of subject or occasion that we do not use the weap-

Report of the Protestant Orphan Asylum. 
FEBRUARY 1, 1859. 

It is our privilege to present to you this evening 
the eighth annual report of the San Francisco Or- 
phan Asylum Society; and while each preceding 
year has left us many blessings to acknowledge, we 
can safely say that none has been so peculiarly aus— 
picious to our enterprise as the Sapa 

Whenever we have made a call upon the benevo. 
lence of our citizens, it has met a prompt and cheer- 
ful response ; and often when our coffers were well 
nigh empty, some kind friend has sent the unexpect- 
ed but opportune supply ; thus giving us the en- 
couraging assurances that the Father of the father- 
less is ever present, watching over and sustaining 
us in our feeble efforts to provide for these his help— 
legs ones. | 

Last spring, Miss Adams, who had presided for 
more than three years as matron and mother to the 
orphans, resigned her charge, to visit her relatives 
in the East. Mrs. Richards succeeded her, and, 
after a few months, wishing to join her children in 
New Orleans, she also resigned, when the vacancy 
was filled by Miss Rhoda Osgood, the j yrs mat- 
ron, in whom we recognize a kind and efficient as- 
sistant. By the dispensation of an all-wise Provi- 
dence, the Society and managers have been called 
on since our last anniversary to mourn the death of 
Mrs. Pardee and Mrs. Dean, two of our former 
managers, and very efficient and faithful and devo- 
ted friends of the Society. During the past year, 
there has been more sickness in the Asylum than 
usual, and four little ones have been removed by 
death. ‘Two were infants deserted by their mothers, 
and placed in the Asylum to be raised by hand. 
Another was sick when admitted and died three 
days afterwards ; and the fourth died of a fever, 
which baffled the power of skillful treatment, and 
tender nursing. In this connection we would most 
gratefully acknowledge the continued kindness of 
Dr. Eckel, who has not only promptly and gratui- 
tously visited the Asylum in cases of extremc sick- 
ness, but has been most unremitting in his watch 
and care over the health of the children. Drs. Ba- 
darous and Pardee, have both kindly proffered 
their services, but since the Asylum walls were 
painted, there have been very few cases of weak or 
inflamed eyes among the children. : 

There are at present 52 children in the Asylum, 


| of whom 33 are boys, and 19 girls; eight of ibem 


are under four years of age ; all the others daily at- 
tend the school connected with the establishment, 
where they are taught the usual branches of a plain 
education. The other girls are instructed in usefal 
household employments ; while the larger boys are 
required to assist in outdoor work. 

e are now paying $200 per month for salaries 
and wages, viz: to matron, $60 ; teacher, $40; 
nurse, $30 ; cook, $40 ; man, $30. 

Water has always been a heavy item of expense ; 
for, although we have had two broken cisterns 
hewn out unto us, they have, until recent repairs, 
held no water, thus rendering the supply irregular 
and insufficient, and frequently causing great incon- 
venience and even suffering. We hope ere long 
that some benevolent person may devise a plan by

Being detained a few hours at Owego, on the 
Susquehannah river, about thirty miles from Ithaca, 
I enjoyed a winter survey of the place. This town, 
on account of the beauty and healthfulness of the 


| location, an illustrious scholar and preacher chose, 
a few years since for his home, compelled for a sea- © 


son to leave the pulpit. But, though surrounded 
by natural beauty and sought by seleet spirits, he 
cou!d not content himself in such unaccustoned re- 
tirement.

In asmall town overlooking Senaca Jake, that 
beautiful sheet of water, never frozen, I found the 
home of the parents of one of our San Francisco 
ministers. They gave me a warm welcome, as the 
only one from California who had seen their son. 
If the wanderer himself had returned they could not 
have been more hospitable. Those Western New 
York app'es have a high flavor, and they are free as 
air among friends ; and the grapes well kept into win-, 
ter, have almosta California relish. Years of ab- 
sence work changes. ‘Two daguerreotyes were hand- 


ed me—one of the young minister as he went away, 


the other lately sent—with the inquiry whether the 
latter was a truerepresentation. My assent caused 
disappointment. “I want to see that boyish look 
again,” said the father, with no little emotion. Also 
there are thousands of homes where lately-received 
daguerreotypes are compared with earlier ones. The 
dew of youth in most casesis gone. Those indefin- 
able marks which make up the features of youth 
have yielded to the stronger lines of manhood, the 


indexes of weightier thoughts and heavier burdens. 


This change has passed upon thousands who went 
as young mento California, and few can give as 
good account of the way in which those years of 
change have passed, though many have worked out 
for themselves an honorable destiny, and have en- 
tered nobly into the heritage of manhood. I can- 
not resist the inclination to repeat here an anecdote 
of my friend. Starting out in early life, at the age 
of sixteen, he was examined for the position of 
teacher of a school. Being questioned as to his 
age, and fearful that he would be rejected if it was 
known that he was so young, he laughingly replied 
“that he was a great over-grown boy, that he was 
as Jarge when he was sixteen years old as now.” 
No farther questions were asked, and he was em- 
ployed. |
